re-enactment. We are not at all disheartened to find that most of them 
faded in their infancy last year, for such is apt to be the way of reso- 
lutions; and the way of man is to give them new life in the first days 
of a year. PUCK wishes a long and a strong life to each of these reso- 
lutions, and a year full of good works to all of their makers. The year 
just done has been a hard year, and one of grave import to our welfare 
as a nation. We have come through an ordeal that tried us sorely; yet 
it was one that we had forced upon ourselves by unsound thinking and 
reckless speaking and careless indifference. Our survival of it seems to 
carry a cheering assurance that we have learned its lesson, and will not 
need again to face it. Beside those resolutions of a purely domestic and 
personal nature, of which this season is so fruitful, however, PUCK would 
suggest two others: that our legislators and officials resolve to keep the 
needs of the people steadily in mind, to the exclusion of all thoughts about 
| another term; and that the people resolve to hold them steadily to their 
appointed task, to the exclusion of all vain thoughts about party. With

two such resolutions, well kept, we should walk the path of the year in 
peace and honor and prosperity. 


AS TO THE 
SENATORSHIP. 


O THE PEOPLE of the State of New York ever 
reflect, we wonder, that their general intelligence 

and moral status may reasonably be inferred from the 
kind of men they send to speak for them in the United States Senate? 
At present their State is reputed throughout the country to be one wholly 
given over to. the most corrupt form of boss-rule, — a State where the 
best citizenship is of a low order and where the opportunities for official 
stealings are the most magnificent known. And if they feel resentful of 
this view and inclined to wonder at it, they have only to consider the two 
men who now represent them in the Senate, and the character of the man 
who seems to have the better chance of succeeding one of them. For 
Senator Murphy they can offer no excuse. As a ward-heeler he attained 
the highest efficiency possible to him. As a Senator he is an illiterate 
nonentity, incapable of anything save to show what boss-rule may do for 
a state. Of Senator Hill, — Charity invoking her favorite De mortuis 
nil nisi bonum, — we feel constrained to say nothing. But, unfit as he 
was for the position of Senator, he was not so preposterous as Thomas C. 
Platt would be. Mr. Hill often displayed a commendable interest in the 
questions of the day. Mr. Platt is unique and remarkable for having 
never, by spoken or written word, declared the shadow of an opinion 
concerning any of the vital issues of the time. He has singly and 
unswervingly devoted himself to the manipulation of legislatures by cor- 
rupt means, and to the doling out of spoils. As far back as 1878 we find 
him attacking President Hayes for treachery to the New York State machine, 
and never since then has he opened his head except upon the one subject 
of patronage. Sent to the Senate, himself, in 1881, he promptly resigned, 
not from any high conviction that he could not acceptably serve the peo- 
ple of this State as a Senator, but because he was denied the spoils of 
office for which he had worked. In the fifteen years since that time he 
has been an active reproach to the Republican party of this State, — so 
utterly and cynically shameless in his methods as even to have won the 
admiration of the New York Suz, than which there is no truer seal of 
unworthiness for a public man. Should he be sent again to the Senate, 
the people of this State will have declared themselves to be as wanting in 
decent citizenship as he is. An energetic effort is being made to save the 
State from this disgrace, and to have it represented in the Senate by an 
honest and an honorable gentleman whose entire fitness for the place is 
disputed by no one. The result will show whether Thomas C. Platt or 
Joseph H. Choate embodies the political ideals of the State of New York. 
There is a wide difference between them, but it is the State’s own funeral.
